The death is announced of Alfred E. 
Neuman, the MAD cover boy and 
former advertising model. It is believed 
that Neuman committed suicide after 
his countenance had been omitted from 
TWO MAD covers in succession: an 
unprecedented lapse. It had become 
evident that Richard Williams, an 
otherwise gifted cover illustrator, had 
demonstrated a “mental block” against 
painting the AEN face, preferring to 
show the back of Alf’s head, to hide him 
in dustbins or to shrink Neuman to eye- 
straining tinyness in favour of Disney 
characters.
